The vast majority of the 
pictures taken throughout the entire history of the world 
have reportedly been taken in just the last few years, with 
the advent of the digital camera and its ubiquitous cousin 
the cell phone camera. There are now small video cameras 
that mount just about anywhere and enable their users to 
get footage of just about anything, from skiing down an 
alpine slope to deep-sea diving, which has added to our 
ability to document our lives. But what is the point of all 
of this documentation? Are our friends and families that 
interested in looking at all of these pictures and videos 
of us or are they for our own viewing pleasure? Or do 
they really just serve to certify that we were actually at 
the concert or visited the Eiffel tower? It’s nice that we 
can so easily share pictures and videos, but we run the 
risk of missing the experience in question if we are only 
interested in getting the great picture or video, and perhaps 
more perilous still is the prospect that a self-absorbed 
generation and culture will become even more so. We 
would all do well to remember that many experiences are 
best experienced by just being there and don’t need to be 
photographed or recorded. -Christopher Simon

Chapel by the River new addition 
to Community Day Tours 



Community Day is of¬ 
fering six new tours this 
year. Included is the Chapel 
by the River in Augusta. 

Originally built in 
1925, it was organized dur¬ 
ing tent meetings in the 
Augusta Public Square by 
the Nazarene Church. For 
three decades, the chapel 
was a gathering place in 
Augusta for worship, fel¬ 
lowships, weddings, bap¬ 
tisms and ice cream so¬ 
cials. 

During the Great Flood 
of 1937, the river topped 
the roof of the chapel but 
not before the pressure 
of the river water inside 
caused the pews inside the 
church to bust through the 
roof. All but three were re¬ 
covered and one remains 
on display with the original 
pulpit of the church. 

In 1944, the Nazarene 
Church decommissioned 
the church when they built 
a larger church on Fourth 
Street in Augusta which 
supplied them with a large 
fellowship hall. For the 
next 70 years, the little 


church by the river served 
for a few small venues, but 
mostly it was vacant. In 
1986, the chapel was used 
in the production of The 
Adventures of Huck Finn. 

Today, the Chapel has 
all the romantic country 
charm that any bride and 
groom could hope to find. 
It is located by the lovely 
Ohio River and is the only 
church in Augusta, KY 
with a river view. 

A tour is being offered, 
along with the Riverhouse, 
on Community Day, 
Saturday, July 11. This will 
be a morning and afternoon 
bus tour, departing from 
Bracken County High 
School at 9:30 a.m. and 
returning at 11:30 a.m. and 
departing again at 1:30 
p.m. and returning at 3:30 
p.m. 

Brochures containing 
registration forms are 
available at the Bracken 
County Extension office, 
First National Bank, and 
other local businesses. 
Registration deadline is 
Friday, July 3.

Book Discussion and Signing

On Wednesday June 17 th 
at 7 p.m., Jeffery S. Copeland 
will discuss his new book, 
“Ain’t No Harm to Kill the 
Devil: The Life and Legacy 
of John Fairfield, Abolition¬ 
ist for Hire”. This is a free 
event at the Ripley Library 
and everyone is welcome to 
attend. The program is spon¬ 
sored by The Rankin House, 
John P. Parker House and the 
Ripley Library. 

Jeffery S. Copeland is a 
professor of English in the 
Department of Languages 
and Literatures at the Uni¬ 
versity of Northern Iowa, 
where he teaches courses in 
literature and English Educa¬ 
tion. This is Copeland’s 4 th 
book describing the adven¬ 
tures and exploits of impor¬ 
tant Americans that too few 
people know about. 

One of the most amaz¬ 
ing characters in American 
history was John Fairfield, a 
member of the Underground 
Railroad who helped slaves 
to freedom before the Civil 
War. His exploits are men¬ 
tioned by notables such as 



Harriet Tubman, Frederick 
Douglass, and Levi Cof¬ 
fin (the “President” of the 
Underground Railroad). All 
greatly admired him but 
were shocked by his tactics. 
Fairfield was the only high- 
profile abolitionist to charge 
people for his work. Some 
assert Fairfield exploited the 
slaves because he charged 
relatives in Canada to get 
their family members to 
safety, but he used the fees 
to help concoct elaborate 
ruses that he used to steal the

slaves and help them to free¬ 
dom. 

One time he led nineteen 
slaves to freedom by pre¬ 
tending to be an undertaker 
taking the body of a slave 
across the Ohio River to a 
slave cemetery on the other 
side. He had one slave (in an 
open coffin) pretend to be the 
deceased-and the other eigh¬ 
teen marched in a funeral 
procession right through the 
middle of town in plain sight. 
The townspeople stepped 
aside, out of respect for the 
“deceased,” and watched 
him take all of them across 
the river to their freedom! 
Another time he pretended to 
be a poultry dealer, gaining 
the respect of all in a town, 
and then stole their slaves. 
Still another time he passed 
himself off as a businessman 
who needed to build boats 
to take salt to the South for 
a very profitable venture. 
He got many of the leading 
citizens of that town to invest 
in his project, and when the 
boats were finished, he chose 
a moonless night to get all 
the slaves to the boats-and 
had them row to freedom. 
Many of the crossings hap¬ 
pen between the Cincinnati 
and Maysville section of the 
Ohio River. 

Fairfield was seen by 
some as a scoundrel, a con- 
man, and a criminal. Others 
saw him as a very religious 
man who believed with all 
his heart that the evils of 
slavery needed to be wiped 
out-and he was willing to go 
to extremes to help with that 
cause. Fairfield wasn’t as 
violent as, say, John Brown, 
but he still got the job done.

911 Wireless Phone Calls 
in the Wilderness 

Who will I reach? 

You need to know that 
wireless telephone service 
may not be available in the 
wilderness. If service is 
available, your 911 call for 
help will be picked up by the 
nearest cellular tower in the 
most direct line of sight to 
your location. 

It could be picked up at 
a county 911 centers or by a 
State Police dispatch. Since 
these call answering cen¬ 
ters are all located outside 
the boundaries of the call¬ 
ing area, they would have no 
way of knowing from where 
you are calling unless you 
tell them. Be prepared to 
provide your location. Re¬ 
member, help may be several 
hours away or longer. Use 
911 only in case of an actual 
emergency. 

Remember to: 

• Start out with a fresh, 
fully charged battery and 
carry extra charged batter¬ 
ies with you. Keep batteries 
warm for extra-long use. 

• Be prepared to give 
complete information about 


Eighty years ago, his¬ 
torical preservation took a 
major step forward when the 
federal government began 
compiling a list of those irre¬ 
placeable places that help de¬ 
fine our country’s heritage. 

More than 2,500 Nation¬ 
al Historic Landmarks have 
since been identified, includ¬ 
ing 30 scattered across the 
Commonwealth. Some are 
well known - from Churchill 
Downs and Fort Boonesbor- 
ough to Makers Mark distill¬ 
ery and the Old State Capi¬ 
tol - while others are less 
familiar except to those who 
may live nearby. Those sites 
range from the Ephraim Mc¬ 
Dowell House in Danville, 
where the world’s first suc¬ 
cessful abdominal surgery 
was performed, to the Zach¬ 
ary Taylor Home in Louis¬ 
ville, where the nation’s 12th 
president lived a large por¬ 
tion of his life and is buried 
today. 

About 14 years after the 
U.S. Department of Interior, 
and now the National Park 
Service, began documenting 
these landmarks, Kentucky 
began its own historical 
marker program. It has since 
grown to 2,200 markers, with 
more added each year. 

They highlight the es¬ 
sence of what makes Ken¬ 
tucky Kentucky, and while 
they are designed to stand 
alone, they can be strung to¬ 
gether to tell a great story. 
The Kentucky Historical So¬ 
ciety, which formed in the 
1830s, has compiled more 
than 40 tours linking them 
together. 

Some stretch across a 
region while others are con¬ 
tained in a single county. 
They can be found online or 
through the ExploreKYHis- 
tory app on smart phones. 

One of the longer tours 
promotes those who were 
pioneers for women’s rights. 
Mary Elliott Flannery of 
Boyd County, for example, 
was the first woman elected 
to a legislature in a south¬ 
ern state, while Emma Guy 
Cromwell in Simpson Coun¬ 
ty became the first woman 
elected as Kentucky’s secre¬ 
tary of state. Both of these 
elections took place within 
three years of the 1920 
passage of the Nineteenth 
Amendment, which granted 
women the right to vote. 

In Daviess County, one 
tour highlights the three 
Medal of Honor winners who

ing elevation; and turn¬ 
ing your body you may be 
obstructing the signal. 


were bom there. Two earned 
their medals in the late 1800s, 
while the third was awarded 
his after he died protecting 
others in 1968 in Vietnam by 
shielding them from a live 
grenade. 

In Frankfort, there is a 
cluster of about 40 homes 
spread over four acres that 
is known as the Corner in 
Celebrities. Few if any ar¬ 
eas of similar size in the 
country produced as many 
national leaders. Those who 
lived there for at least a time 
include two U.S. Supreme 
Court justices, nine U.S. 
senators, six congressmen, 
eight governors, seven U.S. 
ambassadors, three Navy ad¬ 
mirals and John Bibb, who 
served as a state legislator 
and developed Bibb lettuce. 

Over the last year, Ken¬ 
tucky has added several 
other noteworthy historical 
markers. In April, one was 
unveiled in Butler County 
to honor Maurice Hudson 
Thatcher, who was the first 
governor of the Panama Ca¬ 
nal Zone and, while in Con¬ 
gress, helped secure passage 
of the law creating Mammoth 
Cave National Park and the 
Abraham Lincoln Birthplace 
National Historic Site. 

Last fall, meanwhile, one 
marker dedicated near Hen¬ 
derson commemorated Louis 
“Grandpa” Jones, a long¬ 
time fixture at the Grand Ole 
Opry in Nashville and on the 
television show “Hee-Haw.” 
Interestingly, he earned his 
nickname at the young age 
of 22. 

Our own region, of 
course, is well represented 
within the marker program. 
One highlights Lewis Col¬ 
lins, who in the 1800s wrote 
an influential history of Ken¬ 
tucky that is still used to¬ 
day; and there is one paying 
tribute to John Colter, who 
played a major role on the 
Lewis and Clark expedition 
exploring the West. 

There is a marker for Au¬ 
gusta College, the first Meth¬ 
odist college in the world; 
and another for the Sherburne 
“suspension” bridge between 
Fleming and Bath counties, 
which was built just after the 
Civil War for $3,500, a con¬ 
siderable sum at the time. 

Blue Licks Battlefield 
State Resort Park, which 
commemorates the final bat¬ 
tle of the Revolutionary War, 
certainly deserves mention 


as well for the historical role 
that area played. 

Kentucky has a lot of 
which to be proud when it 
comes to preserving our past. 
Only three states have more 
listings on the National Reg¬ 
ister of Historic Places, and 
we were the first state to join 
the popular Main Street pro¬ 
gram that preserves and pro¬ 
motes our downtowns. We 
also have more than 400 mu¬ 
seums and historical organi¬ 
zations dedicated to keeping 
our history alive, including 
the National Underground 
Railroad Museum and the 
Kentucky Gateway Museum 
Center. 

We are among the state 
leaders in the use of federal 
historic preservation tax 
credits, and this year marks 
the 10th anniversary of a 
similar state-level program 
the General Assembly au¬ 
thorized. Together, these in¬ 
centive programs have led to 
literally hundreds of millions 
of dollars of improvements. 

Thanks to work of the 
state’s preservationists, and 
the access the internet pro¬ 
vides, it’s easier than ever to 
get to know Kentucky’s past 
in a way no textbook could 
ever show. Now that summer 
has all but arrived, I encour¬ 
age you to search out some 
of these places, especially if 
you have school-aged chil¬ 
dren. You won’t regret it.

extension 66120. This is 
really interesting, even for 
those of us marginally on the 
edge of technology! 

Also of interest is that 
the Bracken County Soil 
Conservation District Board 
has decided to use some of 
their funds for roll-offs for 
citizen use in the county! 
We sincerely appreciate 
their generosity and ask that 
everyone please observe the 
rules stipulated by the Mason 
County Landfill who supplies 
these dumpsters. The Berlin 
Community will be receiving 
a dumpster on Thursday to be 
placed on the store parking lot 
and another will be located 
at the railroad underpass at 
the end of Long Stretch in 
Augusta. Hopefully, there are 
enough funds to supply three 
more of these containers.

Students played Combat (similar to the card game War) and competed against each other in Battle 
Jeopardy. Scores were accumulated based on classroom activities and Destiny Dice, which sometimes resulted in unex¬ 
pected extra points or a loss of points.

Young wildlife best 
left undisturbed 

Encounters with young 
wildlife increase in spring as 
people spend more time out¬ 
doors. 

An unattended deer fawn 
curled up in tall grass. A litter 
of rabbits discovered alone 
in the backyard. A baby bird 
furiously flapping its wings 
but struggling to get off the 
ground. 

It’s human nature to want 
to take matters into your own 
hands in such instances. After 
all, we see and read stories 
about firefighters rescuing 
kittens from burning houses 
or technical rescue teams sav¬ 
ing horses and livestock that 
have fallen into icy ponds. In 
nature, however, human in¬ 
tervention is not always what 
is best for wildlife. 

“This is the time of year 
when white-tailed deer and 
other animals have their 
young,” said Gabe Jenkins, 
deer and elk program coordi¬ 
nator with the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “It’s best to leave 
them alone.” 

The Information Cen¬ 
ter at Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife’s headquarters fields 
about 100,000 phone calls 
and upward of 40,000 emails 
from the public each year. 
Invariably, spring brings an 
influx of communications 
from well-intentioned people 
concerned about young wild¬ 
life seemingly abandoned by 
their parents. 

This coincides with the 
peak of deer fawning season. 

Newborn deer spend 
much of their time bedded 
down until they are about a 
month old and strong enough 
to follow their mother. Their 
reddish-brown coat patterned 
with pale spots helps camou¬ 
flage them in dappled sun¬ 
light. 

“Just like human babies, 
they’re small, weak and need 
time to grow,” Jenkins said.

This is the time of year 
where people often encounter 
young wildlife, such as deer 
fawns. The best thing to do is 
to leave them alone. 

“They eat, they sleep and 
that’s about it. The more they 
venture out and move around, 
the greater the chances are 
of them being preyed upon. 
Mom puts them in a spot or 
leaves them. The more she 
comes back and spends time 
there the more she brings her 
scent to that spot. The fawns 
are essentially scentless.” 

The mother deer will vis¬ 
it her fawn to nurse and typi¬ 
cally does not stray far from 
it between feedings. The sep¬ 
aration may alarm somebody 
who discovers an unattended 
fawn but it helps divert pred¬ 
ators’ attention away from the 
baby deer. 

“Momma didn’t aban¬ 
don them,” Jenkins said. 
“She placed them there. She 
knows where they’re at, or is 
very close, and she will come 
back.” 

In instances where a fawn 
has been calling for its mother 
for several hours with no re¬ 
sponse, is obviously injured, 
or where the mother deer was 
observed being hit by a car, 
a call should be placed to a 
wildlife rehabilitator. 

“We don’t want you to go 
pick it up and hold it or keep 
it,” Jenkins said. “They are 
wild animals.” 

Orphaned and injured 


wildlife may be possessed 
only by a permitted wildlife 
rehabilitator. A searchable list 
of these rehabilitators is avail¬ 
able on Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife’s website at fw.ky. 
gov. Click on the “Wildlife” 
tab and choose “Injured & 
Orphaned Wildlife” from the 
dropdown menu. Only per¬ 
sons with a captive cervid 
permit may keep deer in cap¬ 
tivity. 

Landowners who en¬ 
counter a deer fawn that is in 
the way while cutting hay or 
mowing can be moved a short 
distance out of the way. The 
mother should still be able to 
find the fawn when she re¬ 
turns to nurse it. 

Encounters with rabbit 
nests in suburban settings are 
fairly common this time of 
year. 

“Rabbits can start nest¬ 
ing as early as February and 
they’ll go throughout the 
spring and summer months,” 
said Ben Robinson, small 
game biologist with Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “Maybe 
somebody stumbles across a 
litter of rabbits in their yard 
or in their field and they call 
and wonder what to do. Many 
times nothing needs to be 
done.” 

Placing a flag or a stake 
near the area can help mark 
the nest site for reference 
when mowing in the future. 

“Unless something trau¬ 
matic has happened to the 
mother, they’re probably 
close by,” Robinson said. “So 
they’re going to do just fine 
taking care of those babies. 
So the best thing you can do 
is leave them alone.” 

Wildlife have successful¬ 
ly reared their young for ages 
relying on instincts that have 
evolved over time. It’s best 
to observe them, not handle 
them. People are no substitute 
for natural wildlife parents.

County Committee 

Nomination Period 
Begins June 15 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture today announced 
that the nomination period for 
local Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) county committees 
begins on Monday, June 15, 
2015. 

It is important for 
county committees to 
reflect America's diversity, 
all eligible farmers and 
ranchers, including beginning 
farmers are encouraged to 
get involved in this year's 
elections. FSA has seen an 
increase in the number of 
nominations for qualified 
candidates, especially among 
women and minorities - a 
trend the Agency would like 
to see continue. 

To be eligible to serve 
on a FSA county committee, 
a person must participate 
or cooperate in an agency 
administered program, be 
eligible to vote in a county 
committee election and reside 
in the local administrative area 
where they are nominated. 

Farmers and ranchers 
may nominate themselves 
or others. Organizations 
representing minorities and 
women also may nominate 
candidates. To become 
a candidate, an eligible 
individual must sign an FSA- 
669A nomination form. The 
form and other information 
about FSA county committee 
elections are available at 
www.fsa.usda.gov/elections. 
Nomination forms for the 
2015 election must be 
postmarked or received in the 
local USD A Service Center 
by close of business on Aug. 
3,2015. 

FSA will mail election 
ballots to eligible voters 
beginning Nov. 9, 2015. 
Ballots will be due back to 
the local county office either 
via mail or in person by 
Dec. 7, 2015. Newly elected 
committee members and 
alternates will take office on 
Jan. 1, 2016. 

While FSA county 
committees do not approve 
or deny farm ownership or 
operating loans, they make 
decisions on disaster and 
conservation programs, 
emergency programs, 

commodity price support 
loan programs and other 
agricultural issues. Members 
serve three-year terms. 
Nationwide, there are about 
7,800 farmers and ranchers 
serving on FSA county 
committees. Committees 
consist of three to 11 members 
that are elected by eligible 
producers.

Does NCAA case against 
Carolina echo in 
the Bluegrass? 

North Carolina is officially 
on the NCAA clock. Respond 
within 90 days (from May 20) to 
a 59-page notice of allegations 
that include accusation of worst 
offenses: Academic fraud and 
lack of institutional control. 

Five major violations Car¬ 
olina administrators vigorously 
tried to confine to academic 
misdeeds and not athletics. 

What relevance in Ken¬ 
tucky? Three decades ago, amid 
derisive cacklings from fans 
Chapel Hill to Louisville and 
magazine covers, University 
of Kentucky basketball was in 
the (NCAA) dock, found guilty 
and punished for much the same 
things. 

V If Carolina is found guilty 
of the most shameful allega¬ 
tions, we will see if sanctions 
amount to wrist slap or rise to 
level of the hammer job on UK 
in the late 1980. 

Of the five allegations that 
reach back to early 1990s, read¬ 
ing between the lines: Points 
two, three and four amount to 
take-the-fall-for-the-program(s) 
on officials who have retired, 
resigned or gone elsewhere in¬ 
cluding the school president, 
director of athletics and football 
coaches. 

Alleged violations number 
one and five are enough to cause 
UNC officials to quake and bas¬ 
ketball coaches to lawyer up, 
prepare for plausible deniabil- 
ity. That the NCAA letter does 
not accuse basketball coach Roy 
Williams, one can conclude that 
‘ignorance to goings on’ will be 
an acceptable defense. 

Scenario: Still, the idea is 
intriguing - see Williams ar¬ 
rive at NCAA headquarters in 
Indianapolis in crisp slacks, 
best white shirt, blue tie and sky 
blue blazer, professorial rimless 
glasses and briefcase and John¬ 
ny Appleseed face ready to per¬ 
suade NCAA officials “... I did 
not know any of this was going 
on and so I am not responsible 
and should not be held account¬ 


able.” 

There is precedent for the 
ignorance defense of course 
which the NCAA can apply to 
give Williams a pass. 

Meanwhile, with 90 days 
to respond (from May 20) Caro¬ 
lina officials will have most dif¬ 
ficulty explaining: 

v Violation number one: 
The institution provided im¬ 
permissible benefits to student 
athletes. 

And ... 

V Number five: The insti¬ 
tution exhibited a lack of in¬ 
stitutional control in regard to 
the special arrangements con¬ 
stituting impermissible benefits 
athletics academic counselors 
and staff within African and 
Afro-American Studies (AFRI/ 
AFAM) department provided to 
student-athletes.” 

Having read Cheated, a 
poignant expose' by Jay Smith 
and former UNC academic of¬ 
ficial Mary Willingham about 
basketball and football play¬ 
ers at Carolina, I believe, if the 
NCAA applies same justice to 
Carolina basketball as it did 
Kentucky three decades ago, 
the school’s two revenue pro¬ 
ducing programs are headed for 
probation, loss of scholarships 
and maybe forfeiture of wins. 

Moreover, institutional¬ 
ized cheating - paper classes, 
gift grades to sustain player 
eligibility and collective look- 
the-other-way deniability by 
athletics officials at Chapel Hill 
- demonstrate how these things 
can be accomplished in secret 
at other big-time college sports 
programs. 

North Carolina, accord¬ 
ing to Smith and Willingham’s 
book, enrolled at least one bas¬ 
ketball player who, it was dis¬ 
covered, could neither read or 
write. But he could play. 

Flaws in the system that 
can be managed. 

V Because a college stu¬ 
dent-athlete’s class load and 
course selections are confiden¬ 
tial by law, legitimate progress 
toward a degree are subject to 
manipulation by those whose 
incentive is - keep him/her eli¬ 


gible - coaches and administra¬ 
tors. 

V And, a program prone to 
boast about team grade point 
average but not required to re¬ 
veal individual players’ GPA, 
lends itself to distortion. For in¬ 
stance, names of walk-ons and 
bench warmers frequently dot 
honor rolls and academic prog¬ 
ress reports, but not scholarship 
players. 

North Carolina. Stay 
tuned. 

PROHM’s DONE DEAL? 

Dateline March 26: News 
came that Murray State and ball 
coach Steve Prohm had signed 
a contract extension through 
next year. Pay hike? $75,000 to 
$270,000. Radio and television 
contracts would hike his annual 
take to $300,000, not including 
incentives. 

Prohm spoke glowingly of 
love for and loyalty to Murray 
State. 

“It feels great,” he said in 
a text to The Associated Press. 
“Ready to get back to work.” 

Contract signed and sealed, 
done deal, right? Maybe not. 

Dateline June 8: Prohm 
interviewed for the Iowa State 
job. Fred Hoiberg had walked 
out of his eight year $2.5 mil¬ 
lion per year contract to coach 
the Chicago Bulls.

The Haley House, will 
publically open its doors on 
Saturday, June 13, 2015, as 
the official Bracken County 
Historical depository of items 
and documents from Bracken 
County, Kentucky. The prop¬ 
erty was a gift from Fred Haley 
Lawson, PhD of California in 
2014. Fred’s parents, Fred and 
Rose Mary Haley Lawson, as 
well as his brother, Thom Law- 
son, resided in the house dur¬ 
ing their vacations to Brooks- 
ville. Rose Mary was raised in 
this community and viewed the 
happenings of several decades 
from the home that her father 
had constructed. 

Dr. Clarence Foster Haley, 
Rose Mary’s father (1887- 
1955) completed medical 
school at the University of 
Louisville, graduating in its 
first class. 

He returned to Bracken 
County and set up practice in 
Powersville where he met and 


married Estelle Blades. Short¬ 
ly afterwards they moved to 
Brooksville, across from the 
courthouse on Miami Street. 
His office was in the Haley 
Apartment building. 

At heart, he was a farmer, an 
architect, and a builder. He de¬ 
signed the “Haley House” and 
Will Coleman, a master builder 


from Powersville, did the ac¬ 
tual construction. The fireplace 
is a wonderful enhancement 
to the “picture frame” quarter- 
sawn oak floors. 

The Haley House is a beau¬ 
tiful gift to the county.

Even Courthouses Have a Past... 



First Courthouse in Bracken County, the Dickinson 
Morris House in Augusta , KY, early 1800’s. 


Courthouses, like people, 
have a past—a story to tell 
that gives them life. Bracken 
County’s current courthouse 
has its beginning in 1797 when 
Bracken County was formed by 
then Kentucky Governor James 
Garrard. Augusta was desig¬ 
nated as the official site for court 
proceedings, and the Dickinson 
Morris House was selected as 
the meeting place for holding 
court. In early 1800 the General 
Assembly specified that the Jus¬ 
tices of Peace (the same as our 
current magistrates) in Bracken 
County must choose a perma¬ 


nent site and construct buildings 
for the purpose of court proceed¬ 
ings. 

By June, 1801, Oxford, ap¬ 
proximately one mile from pres¬ 
ent-day Brooksville—in the area 
of Hackett Ridge and St. Route 
10-was selected. The movers 
and shakers of the day projected 
Oxford to be a thriving com¬ 
munity because of its proximity 
to the growing community of 
Germantown. Andrew Morris’s 
plantation was fixed as the per¬ 
manent location. Buildings, a 
pen for strays, and stocks had to 
be built by March of 1802. 


Controversy between Au¬ 
gusta officials and those from 
Oxford arose concerning the 
location site, and once again 
the courthouse site was moved 
and relocated back to Augusta. 
It was recorded that the gentle¬ 
man court officials did not care 
for the rough conditions and lack 
of amenities in Oxford. Some¬ 
where between 1802 and 1803 
court proceedings were taking 
place in Augusta. 

Augusta served as the county 
seat until 1839 when State Rep¬ 
resentative David Brooks pre¬ 
sented a bill to the Kentucky As¬ 
sembly to move the courthouse 
to Woodward’s Cross Roads. So 
after 42 years, a permanent loca¬ 
tion was set. The location was to 
be geographically centered, near 
the county’s highest point, and at 
the crossing of a southbound trail 
and a buffalo trace leading from 
the salt springs at Blue Licks to 
the Ohio River. 

The county seat, renamed 
Brooksville, had its first court 
session in November, 1839. 
This Bracken County Court¬ 
house #4, a 30’ x 30’ brick struc¬ 
ture, remained in use until it was 
demolished in 1863 and a new 
stone block structure with ad¬ 
jacent circuit clerk and county 
clerk offices was built. The first 
court session in Courthouse #5 
was in November, 1864 (during 
the final throes of the Civil War). 
The building remained in use 
until it too—plus adjacent of¬ 
fice buildings (not including the 
present-day building housing the 
dispatch offices, Red Cross, and 
Bracken County Historical Soci¬ 
ety)—was condemned and razed 
to make room for Courthouse 
#6—today’s Bracken County 
Courthouse. Built between 1913 
and 1915, this new state-of-the- 
art structure was considered the 
epitome of architectural design, 
facilities, and amenities, a true 
courthouse mansion that would 
serve its citizens for decades to 
come.

David Brooks: From County 
Official to State Representative 


David Brooks was bom 
March 10, 1795, in Hanover 
County, Virginia, and graduated 
in 1813 from Staunton Virginia 
College at the age of eighteen. He 
married Margaret M. Best on Jan¬ 
uary 29, 1818, and fathered three 
daughters and four sons. Brooks 
moved to Kentucky on March 20, 
1830, and purchased a farm in the 
Chatham area and established his 
home there. Brooks served as a 
constable, magistrate, and sheriff 
in Bracken County. 

In 1838 he was appointed by 
the Governor James Clark to rep¬ 
resent Bracken County in the state 
legislature. During his tenure he 
introduced the Enabling Act Bill 
which was passed on February 
16, 1839. This bill proposed to 
move the county seat near the 
county’s highest point and cen¬ 
tral location at the crossing of the 
southbound trail (now KY Hwy. 
19) with the pioneer trail of the 
Buffalo Trace (now KY Hwy. 
10) known as Woodward’s Cross 
Roads. The new county seat was

named Brooksville in his honor 
and had its first court session on 
November 23, 1839. Brooks 
served in the legislature for any 
years and died on May 27, 1870, 
at the age of seventy-five.

Courthouse Festivities in 
1915 Bracken County, KY 


The laying of the Comer 
Stone in the new courthouse was 
held on Monday, June 14, 1915. 
It was such a gala day at Brooks¬ 
ville with over three-thousand 
assembled there to witness and 
participate in the exercises. The 
town was full of buggies, autos, 
and surreys. The Germantown 
and Mt. Olivet bands played 
and enlivened the occasion with 
some splendid music. 

The laying of the Comer 
Stone was supervised by O. G. 
Wilson, who was also in charge 
of the building’s constmction. 
Encased in the Comer Stone was 
a copper box which held copies 
of the Bracken County Review, 
Bracken Chronicle, Courier 
Journal, and several old coins. 

The master of ceremonies 
for the day was Kentucky’s 
Deputy Grand Master of the Ma¬ 
sonic Lodge, T. J. Adams. Attor¬ 
ney General James Garnett made 
an eloquent speech on the origin 


of the Masonic Order. The next 
speaker was James H. McKee of 
Woodford County who delivered 
a strong appeal for support of the 
Bond Issue for good roads and 
the farmers’ organization. 

Members of the Building 
Committee for the 1915 court¬ 
house were: Chairman R T. 
Cooke, J. A. Thompson, A. H. 
Brooks, John Kearns, Valentine 
Bush, George Bradford, H. L. 
Corlis, Maurice Hook, and Dr. 
W. B. Wallin. 

The county officials in 1915 
were: Judge W. H. Gibson, 
Clerk T. W. Cummins, Attorney 
George B. Kinney, Sheriff Leslie 
Brothers, Deputies George Gib¬ 
son and William Sayler. Fiscal 
Court Members: P. T. Cooke, J. 
B. Slack, Maurice Hook, C. T. 
Kurtz, H. E. Routt, A. M. Ken- 
nett, O. L. Grigson, and A. H. 
Brooks.

Our County Courthouse 
“A Splendid Structure” 


Time Demands 
Courthouse Facelifts 

Since the 1915 constmction 
of the courthouse, the building 
has undergone numerous reno¬ 
vations. 

In 2003, a major three story 
addition was done to the west 
fagade to make it handicap ac¬ 
cessible. Prior to this addition, 
the east and west porticos of 
both had the prominent large 
columns and entry ways. An 
elevator, stairwell, updated re¬ 
strooms were added and new 
office spaces on the second and 
third floors accommodated the 
Circuit Clerk office and grand 
jury room. In 2013 the State 
of Kentucky built a new jus¬ 
tice center on the site of the old 
schoolyard on the west side of 
the courthouse. The demands 
on and overcrowding of court 
and legal system made this 
necessary. Moving the Circuit 
Clerk’s office to the new build¬ 
ing allowed much needed space 
for expansion of the County 
Clerk and Sheriff’s offices. 

The old courtroom needed 
renovating this year to accom¬ 
modate the Fiscal Court. Dur¬ 
ing this renovation, constmction 
workers discovered newspa¬ 
pers dated Febmary and March 
1915 and even a Bock beer 
bottle from 1915. This finding 
prompted the courthouse staff 
to place a current “time cap¬ 
sule” under the new flooring. 


We do not hesitate to say 
that the present splendid struc¬ 
ture which the inhabitants of 
the county will hereafter re¬ 
fer to as “Our Court House” 
is, cost considered, one of 
the best in the state. It cost 
a little over $50,000, is three 
stories high, has five rooms on 
the third floor, a court room 
50 x 50, in the clear, with 21 
foot ceilings, and eight other 
commodious office rooms on 
the second floor and thirteen 
splendid office rooms on the 
first floor. 

Its two main stairways are 
made of concrete and marble. 
All the halls have marble 
wainscoting. It has two splen¬ 
did fire proof vaults for the 
records of the county, one at¬ 
tached to the County Clerk’s 
Office and one to the Circuit 
Clerk’s office; also a vault for 
the records of the county judge 
and superintendent. All of the 
halls and vaults have terrazzo 
floors, are hard wood maple 
over concrete. The building 
is semi-fire proof, constmcted 


throughout of concrete and 
brick. Five toilets in the base¬ 
ment and three upstairs. It is 
steam heated throughout. A 
splendid water system and per¬ 
fect drainage. It is surmounted 
by a tower to which is a clock 
which faces looking to the 
four quarters of the earth, and 
whose chimes will be heard 
recording time throughout the 
coming years. 

All who have had to do 
anything with the building of 
this magnificent temple of jus¬ 
tice are entitled to great credit 
for the energy and persever¬ 
ance displayed. But special 
mention should be made of 
Dr. W. B. Wallin and Mr. John 
Kearns, by whose personal in¬ 
fluence twenty thousand dol¬ 
lars was raised in three days 
to continue the work on com¬ 
pletion. The Falls City Con¬ 
struction Company deserves 
especial credit for the splendid 
workmanship displayed in the 
erection of the house.
